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WAR TIMES tN SAVANNAH, 


Foruker’s Trip Down the Ogeechee, and Other During 
E xpiolts. 


From the Savannah News. 

Among the many stories which have been 
launched since the opening of the Ohio cam- 
paign, is one concerning Judge Joseph B. 
Foraker, the republican’ gubanatorial nomi- 
1ee, Which will be of special interest to Sa- 
vannabians. As the story goes Fort McAllis- 
ter had been taken at the point of the bayo- 
net, and afew days later, after a stubborn re- 
sistance, Savannah also fell victim to the 
superiur numbers of the federal troops. 
Sherman knew the impatience’ with 
which the north was awaiting news 
from the field of his operations, but could 
only gain telegraphic communication by dis- 
patching a courier down the Ogeechee river 
to the fleet lying at its mouth in Ossabaw 
sound, The Ohio story pictures the trip as 
being made particularly perilous by isepndions 
and other obstructions in the river, andacon- 
tinuous line of confederate soldiers on the 
banks. Young Foraker, for he was at that 
time but seventeen years of age, accomplished 
the trip in safety by night, and on the morn- 
ing of December 26 the north was electrified 
by reading the following dispatch in the pub- 
lic prints: 

“SAVANNAH, Ga., December 22, 1864.—To 
His Excellency, President Lincoin: 1 beg to 
present to you as a Chris mas gift the city of 
Savannah, with 150 heavy guns and plenty 
of ammunition, and also about 25,000 bales of 
cotton. W. T. SHERMAN, 

Major General.”’ 

In conversation with an attache of the News 
staff yesterday, a well known gentleman of 
this city who played a prominent part in the 
busy times incident to the capture of the city, 
said that while Foraker’s trip was a praise- 
worthy undertaking it was far from being as 
perilous as the Onio narrator sought to pic:ure 
it. The confederate pickets, the gentleman 
said, had been driven weil in towards the city, 
and Sherman’s outposts had already crossed 
the Ogeechee, and were between the city and 
that river. Foraker’s passage, therefore, was 
mede rather through the lines of his own 
army than those of the enemy. The confed- 
erate obstructions in the river had by that 
time become so well knownto the federal 
forces as to be easily discounted. ‘‘There 
were some daring events incident to the few 
days consumed by the Savannah campaign, 
however,’’ added the gentleman, as his mind 
wandered back to the time when he was on 
duty on Sait creek. ‘‘Two nights before the 
capture of the city adance wus in progress at 
asmalil farm house a couple of mises in the 
rear of ourentrenchmeats. I remember it 
particularly well,’’ continted the narrator, 
“because I was on picket duty that night and 
was thus prevented from gratifying my long- 
ing-to bein attendance at the ‘“‘festivities.”’ 
Between us and the farm house was a woody 
growth of dense underbrush. In front of us 
sloping down to the river was a mucky marsh 
which almost defied penetration. Along the 
edge of this our pickets were stationed, 
forming a line miles in lengtn. The night 
was particularly dark and one could see buta 
few feet at the farthest. At 11 o'clock the 
monotony of the gloom was. broken by the 
report ofa musket. A picket had fired on 
two men whose outlines were dimly discerna- 


him and the next picket. Tbe men quick- 
ened their pace and befure the guard could 
reach them disappeared in the underbrush, 
where search forthem at night would have 
been such sheer folly that it was not attempt- 
ed. iti o'clock another picket farther down 
the line detected t' e strange visitors skulking 
through the darkness toward the _ fed- 
eral outposts. He put his gun to his 
shoulder and fired. One of the men, 
as was afterwards ascertained, fell 
deadin the marsh. The other escaped. After 
the waranorthern gentleman settled in Sa- 
vapnah, and became well known in business 
circ.es. Afteratime it developed that he 
was one of the men whom the pickets had 
fired upon. They were detailed by the fed- 
eral commander to reconnoiter the confeder- 
ate position and learn the strength of the 
force on duty in front. They made their way 
as far as the farm house, and peripng through 
a window accomplished their mission. ‘Tat 
was a daring undertaking. Their capture 
meant death.’’ , 

“One of the boldest adventures I have ever 
heard of,’ continued the gentleman, ‘‘was 
that of Captain S. A. McAdam, a lieutenant 
‘in the confederate navy, at one time attach- 
ed to the gunboat Isondiga. After 
Sherman’s entry into the city, Mc- 
Adam donned a federal army overcoat, and 
without more ado stalked into the very heart 
of the city, every street of which was swarm- 
ing with the enemy’s troops, and secured an 
esiimate of the strength of the invaders for 
General Wheeler, who was in command of 
the confederate force which occupied the ad- 
jacent country. During part of the day Mc- 
Adam remained in an upper room at the 
house of the late James Lachlison. McAdam 
took almost unparalleled risks and bad several 
hairbreadth escapes from detection. He 
finally walked to the outskirts at dusk, and 
mounting his horse galloped off into the 
darkness, carrying in safety the valuable in- 
formation which decided General Wheeler’s 
subsequent movements.”’

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A LION-TAMER. 


FAIMALI’'S REMaRKABLE POWER 
OVER THE BRUTES. 


A Career that Rivelcd Van Amburgh’s in Splendid 
Daring-Feimaii’s Atrican Adventures-— ite 
First Circus in Europe—Tae Best Wey 
to Dea! With Vicious Au:mals. 


The subjugation of the great carnivora has 
always been one of the ambitions of man, as 
the last proof of his dominion over the brute 
creation. Nor is the mudern lion tamer with- 
out a royal prototype in his perilous Career, 
if we may. trust the story that Sardanapalus, 
on one occasion asserted his authority over 
the monarch of the desert as successfully as 
over his human subjects. was the 
youngest ot nine children, and was born at 
Groparello, a village in the province of Jlia- 
cenza, on August 25, 1826, of honest peasant- 
folk. Ata very early age he developed a pas- 
sion for travel and adventure, which made 
the monotony of rural life intolerable. He 
was but nine years old when the dream-world 
of the strange unknown drew him out of his 
real life to seek it somehow; and, with six 
francs in his pocket, he left fiome, and 
presented himself, asmall wayfarer, to the 
syndic of Giroparelia, to demand a passport to 
France. He took the way of Piedmont, pass- 
sng through Bobbio to Alessandria, and so, by 
the long defiles of the Val d’ Aosta, up to the 
everlasting snows of the Great St. Bernard; 
then down the Alpine steeps to the valley ot 
the Rhone, and acrossSwitzerland to Basle. 
Traveling always on foot, sleeping in barns, 
under trees, or beside hayricks his six frances, 
little by litte, were spentin buying bread 
alone, and eked out when possible by chance 
jobs for travelers. From Basle he followed 
the course of the Rhine tothe I rench fron- 
tier, and here, for the first time, the want ofa 
passport created a difliculty, But a piteous 
tale of a father who had gone on with 4 cara- 
van of wagons, leaving the little 
laggard to follow as best he could, 
softened the hearts of the gendarmes, 
and they relaxed their vflicial vigilance for 
once in favor of so small a transgressor. His 
goal was reached; he was in I’rance, and Col- 
mar, bis first haiting place in that mysterious 
land of promise, happened to be at that time 
in high carnival. The crowded market-place 
was lined with booths and tents, outside of 
which gaudy placards in many colors repre- 
sented the wonders to be seen within. Way- 
worn, lean and ragged, the little pilgrim 
lurked near the canvas pavilion of the great 
circus, hearing from inside sounds of music, 
and occasional bursts of applause from the 
audience. Se 

The boy’s resolution was taken; he asked to 
see M. Didier, the. proprietor of the ircus, 
and offered him his services as stable-boy or 
in any Othercapacity. The circus master 
scrutinized him narrowly, saw something of 
promise, despite rags and starvation, in his 
sinewy frameand bold bright eye, and ac- 
cepted him asa member of his troupe. Fai- 
mali’s rise was rapid. He soon §parted from 
M. Didier, and received considerable saiaries 
for performances at the principal theaters of 
Cracow, Warsaw, and Copenhagen. With 
the produce ot his exhibitions he was able to 
supply himself with a stock of performers and 
to purchase in Hamburg for 3,000 frances, two 
wolves, two hyenasand fourteen monkeys. 
Faimali was pow well started in his career; 
and the proceeds of his performances in Bre- 
men enabled him to gratify a fresh ambition. 
For thesum of 3,000 francs he became the 
happy possessor of a brace of panthers: and 
though ignorantof the way of dealing with 
his aew acquisitions, he boldly entered their 
cage, and acquired immediate ascendency 
over them by bis undaunted spirit. A lion 
and lioness were the next additions to his 
company and proved at first equally tracta- 
ble. It was Faimali’s principle never to leave 
a rebellious animal finally victorious,however 
dearly he might have to earn bis triumph 
over it. : 

In Brussels he came into collision witha 
rival artist, a German by the name.of Schmidt, 
and emulation urged each to redouble his 
efforts to monopolize public favor. Faimali 
was determined to come off victor in the con- 
test, and announced that he would enter the 
cage of an old lion which had never been 
tamed, and was kept in the menagerie only 
for the sake of his shaggy mane and lordly 
proportions. In presence of an overflowing 
audience, assembled to witness the feat, he 
presented himself in the creatures den, hav- 
ing taken only the precaution of having it 
chained up previously. No sooner, however, 
did the lion note the presence of an intruder 
onits premises than it snapped the chain 
and rushed on him in fury. Horror seized 
t»e spectators,some of whom fled terrour- 
stricken from the sight of the im- 
pending catastrophe, while others shouted- 
“Enough! enough!” thinking the show- 
man had_ given suflicient proof of 
his daring. But it was no such easy matter 
for him to leave the cage, as the jion enter 
cepted bis passage to the door; and it wasonly 
by the use of the heavy whip and the exercise 
of bis own catlike agility of movement that 
he was able to elude the clutches of the beast 
and retreat unharmed. Thunders of applause 
ensued, but he was far from satisfied with the 
part he had played, and was determined to 
conquer or die. Having had the lion secured 
with a fresh chain, he again entered the cage, 
and not only confronted it, but leaped astride 
on its back, and subdued its resistance by the 
iron grip of his knees. The nervous strain of 
this contest produced, however, a curious 
physical effect—the loss of his hair, which 
had before been particularly thick and abun- 
dant. The result as regarded his rival was 
conclusive. He not only left Brussels imme- 
diately, but tled before Faimali whenever he 
appeared on his track. 

The next notewortby adventure was a 
lion-huating expedition to Africa to replace 
some of his animals carried off by an epi 
demic. He was about six or seven and twenty 
when he started on this enterprise, making 
Algeria his base of operations, and securing 
trom the French authorities the services of a 
gang of thirty desperadoes and outlaws for 
the moderate payment of twenty-five cen- 
times a day per head. In his wanderings in 
the Sahara he was captured by a tribe of no- 
mad Arabs and taken before their chief. In 
the course of Faimali’s cross-exaumination by 
the latter, it transpired that he had 
been in Verdun, and the Arab_ im- 
mediately questioned him as to a 
certain white haired man who kepta tavern 
in the market place at that town. When it 
appeared that Faimali was on intimate terms 
with this worthy, and had often lodged in his 
house,the soi-distant Arab threw himself into 
his arms, declaring himself theson of the 
Verdun vintner; teing,in point of faet, noth- 
ing more or less than a French deserter. He 
proved a valuable friend inthe desert, not 
only giving his captive hospitable entertain- 
ment and a present ofa pair of lions, but also 
furnishing him with a passport to secure the 
amity of other tribes. 

Faimali, in a seven morths campaign, cap- 
tured twenty-six lions, which were taken in 
pitfails covered with loose boards and baited 
with a live goat or gazelle. Butthe most ter- 
rible of ail his battles was feught on the 7th 
April, 1365, when playing witha tiger at 
*Bethune, One of the audience had the im-

cage, and though the performer dexterously 
pushed it aside with his foot it was too late.

With wonderify! | 
presence of mind he escaped from the cage, i

the wounds healed. Yet, before he wasrecoy- 
ered, still disabled, and with hisarminasling. 
Faimali enterec the tiger’s cage again, and 
stood gazing at it with folded arms, as it pre 

pared to spring on him. ‘‘Here I am,’”’ he 
said; ‘“devuur me, if you like!’”’ But: his de- 
meanor cowed the savage creature, and in- 
stead of atiacking him, it crouched at his feet. 
At Amsterdam, shortly after, at the requestof 
the king, he entered the cages of all the beasts 
at the zoological gardens, and appeared as 
much at home with them as with those of 
bis own collection, receiving 2,000 francs for 
this exhibti on of his powers. A tragical cir- 
cumstance occurred here which caused him 
much self-reproach. A young man of 158, 
the son of the director of the zoological gar- 
dens, importuned him so earnestly to let him 
enter the tiger’s cage by himself, that he con- 
sented, first taking the precaution of experi- 
menting on his nerves by accompanying bim 
on a preliminary visit, and feeling his pulse 
when hecame out. [But the unhappy lad 
paid dearly for his ambition, for on ventur- 
ing alone into tne tiger's lair during thé even- 
ing periourmance, and being greeted with a 
sullen growl by its inmate. he dropped in- 
stantaneously, and was taken out lifeless, the 
sudden shock having proved too much for his 
nervous system. 

During his travels in his native country, 
Faimali was seen and admired by Victor Em- 
manuel, who presented him with several ani- 
mals, and among others with a fierce lioness, 
on condition of his prdémising never to enter 
her cage. Faimali gave his word, but broke it 
immediately, unable to resis: the temptation 
of taming by kindness a creature whose dis- 
position he believed to have been soured by 
harsh treatment. Knowing the king to have 
left Fiorence, and unaware that ne had only 
gone to San Rossore, he advertised a per- 
formance in which he would appear with this 
untamable beast; but what was his dismay to 
see the royal party in plain clothesamong the 
audience. He vainly remained in hiding be- 
bind the scenes after the exhibition was over, 
for the king sent him word he woulduot 
leave without seeing him; and, crestfallen 
and gnilty, he had to appear. Victor Em- 
manuel was seriously dispieased, reproaching 
him with having broken his word; but even- 
tually forgave him when Faimali explained 
that beasts, like men, were spoiled by over- 
severity. and the interview ended in the 
king's declaring him prince of lion-tamers. 

It would be tedious to narrate all the hair- 
breadth escapes, and perilous encounters oi 
this modern gladiator, who bears the scars 0! 
battle all over his body. Having married, in 
1872, a feliow-country woman Signora Alber- 
tina Parenti, her pursuasions induced him to 
retire into private life at the end of two 
years. He settled on a farm he bad pur. 
chased at Pentenure, near Piacenza, when 
Signor Madtegazza published his book in 
1879—though not without some yearnings 
after the perils and excitements of his former 
career,

The sermon delivered by Rev. Dr. Jacob- 
sor, the rabbi, wasa finished production, elo- 
quently combating the doctrines of natural 
theology and upholding the divinity,ancient- 
ness and aill-sufficiency of the religion of 
Judaism. He rebuked the spirit of 
indifference and laxity of discipiine which 
was creeping intothe ranks of Israel and ex- 
horted his people to educate their children 
to the spirit and knowledge necessary to per- 
petuate in all its power and glory the tenets 
of the ancient faith. 

The singing was one of the features of the 
service The organ was in charge of Prof.

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DRATH OF JUOGE MANNING. 


An Oidand Well Known Clizen Passes Away—A 
Sketch of His Life. 

At forty minutes after eight o'clock, yester- 
day morning,Judge Jethro W. Manning died 
at the residence of his son-in-law, Mr. A. P. 
Stewart, in West End. Jucge Manning was 
one of Atianta’s most honored and respecied 
citizens, and with his death one of the ties 
which connect the present with the ante 
bellum days is dissoiv'd. Judge Manning’s 
career was a bright oue, and now tbat his life 
has gone out, those when be held near. and 
dear look back upon it with a feeling or pride 
and rejoice in the knowledge that his days 
upon earth were Weil spent.. Juagge Manning 
Wus sixty-eight years of ageand but a few 
weeks ago was as strong and healthy as a man 
of haifhis years. He was born in the year 1815, 
in South Carolina, bu removed 
to Newton county, Georgia, where he resided 
until 1850, when he came to Atlanta. His 
boyhood days were devoted to study, and 
when yeta minor he began the study of 
law, a professionto which he has_ ever 
been devoted to and by the members of which 
he has always been esteemed. In Newton 
county he begun the practice of law andina 
Short time drifted into politics. In 1847 he 
was elected to the legislature from Newton 
county and served inthe same body with 
General L. J. Gartrell. After his removal to 
é£tlanta he established himself firmly with 
the citizens of Fulton county and was elected 
judge of the superior court, and the duties 
thus imposed upon him were discharged with 
that fairness and honesty which have &’lways 
characterized him. When the public schools 
were established after the war he was madea 
school commissioner for Fultén county and 
also was chosen as the superintendent of the 
public schools of the county. He has ever 
since retained both offices 

In 1841 Judge Manning was married to Miss 
Francis Susan Payne, and four children, 
three daugtters and one son, were the result 
oi the union, His wife wasthe daughter of 
‘Squire Payne and a sister of Columbus 
Payne, who has so Jong been thefireasurer of 
Fuiton county. Jucge Manning’s eldest 
daughter married Dr. E. B Marshali end now 
resides at Red Clay, Ga. His second daugh- 
ter married M. N Shelverion and resides at 
the same piace. His third daughter is the 
wife of Mr. A. |’, Stewart. Mr. Lon Man- 
ning is his son. 

Judge’Manning, although of a religious 
turn of mind, belonged to no church, neither 
was be a member of any secret order. He 
and General Evans, the pastor of the First 
Methodist church, Were warm persona! 
friends, and Geveral Evans will conduct the 
funeral services at the first Methodist church 
this afternoon. Judge Manning died of dysen- 
tery after a brief serge ol the disease.

J. F. Burke, a breast plate of the 9th New 
York regiment, a breast plate of
